That South San Francisco, includ¬ 
ing the industrial, business and resi¬ 
dence district, has contributed about 
$3000 to the Japanese relief fund of 
the American Red Cross is the opin¬ 
ion of those closely in touch with the 
situation here. The drive was started 
somewhat late here, with the result 
that the factories had already made 
contributions through their San 
Francisco offices or wholesale organ¬ 
izations. A sample of the generous 
manner in which the manufacturing 
plants here contributed is shown by 
the fact that one packing house gave 
$500 to the fund. Other plants gave 
with equal liberality. Because of lack 
of figures here and In the residence 
district it Is Impossible to give exact 
figures on this city’s contributions, 
but the committee Btates that un¬ 
doubtedly South San Francisco’s con¬ 
tributions reached about $3000. 

No attempt was made by the local 
committee to canvass the residence 
district. Five workers from the Sal¬ 
vation Army in San Francisco arrived 
here early in the campaign and 
reached an understanding with the 
local committee that they would 
cover the residence part of town and 
leave the business district to the 
committee. Several business firms 
gave to the Salvation Army before 
this agreement was reached and at 
least two or three of these con¬ 
tributed again when solicited by the 
local committee. 

Lodges and fraternal organizations, 
so far as it has been possible to lay 
the matter before them, have con¬ 
tributed. At least two, the lodge of 
i Druids and the Woman’s Club, con- 
! tributed $10 each without solicitation. 
Because of the fact that several or¬ 
ganizations have had no meeting since 
j the canvassing began it has been im- 
) possible to reach them, and if such 
organizations desire to contribute 
they can do so by leaving their dona- 
! tion at either bank or at The Enter¬ 
prise office.

CITY MARSHAL 
OT SAN BRUNO 
KILLED 


ARTHUR MEEHAN MURDERED IN 
BATTLE WITH GUNMEN; BRAVE 
OFFICER CONTINUES FIRING 
AFTER GETTING WOUND. 


As The Enterprise goes to press it 
Is reported by City Marshal C. C. 
Conrad that a man was arrested this 
morning at the Hawkins rooming 
house at the corner of San Bruno road 
and Lux avenue on suspicion of be¬ 
ing Implicated in the shooting of 
Officer Meehan and was taken to Red¬ 
wood City for questioning. The man’s 
nnme conld not be secured. The ar. 
rest was made by detectives working 
on the casei. 


Arthur G. Meehan, city marshal of 
San Bruno, lies dead at the S. Nleii 
undertaking parlors in this city, slain 
by auto bandits In front of San 
Bruno’a city hall Tuesday night. The 
shot was fired when Meehan endeav¬ 
ored to stop a car In which two men 
were riding after they had driven 
through the gates at the railroad 
crossing in San Bruno. The officer, 
mounted on a motorcycle, pursued 
the bandits and was forced into the 
ditch by their car. His motorcycle 
turned over, pinning him beneath It, 
and as he lay the desperadoes fired 
upon him, a bullet striking him in 
the right side, ranged through his 
body and emerged Just beneath the 
heart. The courageous officer, des¬ 
perately wounded as he was, fired 
upon the other men, one of his bul¬ 
lets shattering a headlight of their 
car, another shattering their wind¬ 
shield and cutting a piece from their 
steering wheel. 

The pursuit of the murderer’s car 
began about 9:30 Tuesday night when 
J. M. Foraker, San Bruno garage man, 
notified Meehan that two men in a 
Ford touring car hatf driven through 
! the south gates at the point where 
the Southern Pacific and Swn Mateo 
electric cars cross San Mateo avenue, 
San Bruno. Tile officer mounted ills 
motorcycle and overtook the other 
i car after it had turned west past the 
S. P. depot. Near the city hall Mee¬ 
han called upon the men to stop, 
whereupon the driver swerved his car 
1 to block the officer’s way and forced 
him into the ditch. The motorcycle 
! fell, pinning the officer, and the ban¬ 
dits fired four shots, one of them 
striking Meehan in the right side. 
The wounded man was rushed to the 
Mills Memorial Hospital In San 
Mateo, where he died Wednesday 
afternoon. 

After the shooting the fugitives ap¬ 
parently drove north on (he state 
highway and turned east to this city, 
their car being found abandoned on 
Juniper avenue here. It was found 
with the marks of Meehan’s bullets in 
It, but the absence of any blood stains 
leads to the supposition that its oc¬ 
cupants escaped injury. 

The car is a new Ford. Its license 
certificate had been removed, but it 
was learned later that It had been 
rented in a San Francisco garage by 
a man giving the name of Joseph 
Murphy and his residence sb Ship 
Hotel in this city. The name Joseph 
| Murphy, however, does not appear on 
the hotel register. Though no ade- 
l i mate description ot the men has been 
given, it is believed from thsir ac¬ 
tions that they were familiar with 
thia city. 

City Marshal Meehan's death cast 
deep gloom as wall as a wave of 
wrath in San Bruno and in Sonth San 
Francisco, where he was well known. 
He had an excellent reputation as an

Unequa ed in Loss of Life 
and Property. 


BTSLYESS AND PROFESSIONAL 


President Coolhlge directed the 
State. War ami Navy departments to 
“go the limit" in extending aid. and 
he announced that this was the busi¬ 
ness of first Importance before the 
government. In accordance with the 
recommendation in his proclamation, 
contributions from municipalities, or¬ 
ganizations and individuals are being 
sent to the American Ited Cross, 
which hns offered all Its resources to 
the Japanese government. The lted 
Cross hns called on the American peo¬ 
ple to give $5,000,000. The Salvution 
Army Is undertaking to raise a like 
sum, and It got busy promptly In Ja¬ 
pan, where it has a lurge number of 
stations und workers. 

Along our Pacific coast, where the 
Japanese have not been popular 
raciul antagonism was forgotten. San 
Francisco, remembering the assistance 
given by the Juponese when the city 
was destroyed by quuke and fire in 
1906, was swift und generous In re¬ 
sponse to the cull for relief. The 
ltlce Growers’ Association of Califor¬ 
nia held practieully the entire avail¬ 
able supply of rice In the stute for 
Japanese relief and its head announced 
there would be no advance in price 
and none would he sold to brokers. 
All the available fir and cednr lum¬ 
ber on the northwest coast also Is held 
to supply the Japanese demands for 
rebuilding and shipping men said most 
of the freight steamers on the Pa¬ 
cific would he pressed Into service to 
handle the lumber truffle. Forty-five 
million feet of the lumber is to be do¬ 
nated by the mills. 

Some Japanese authorities, dls- 
muyed and dlscouruged, said their 
country had been set hack a full gen¬ 
eration ; but the more optimistic as¬ 
sert that its recovery will be com¬ 
parable to Its emergence from ob¬ 
scurity Into a first-class world power 
within a century.

America Leads in Relief for the Strick. 
»n Nation—British Fleet Ready to 
Back League of Nations Against 
Italy—Ruhr Paaaiva Resist¬ 
ance Collapses. 


That Are Being Improved

taken Japan, unless present rejsirts 
and eatimutes are greatly exaggerated. 
Shaken to pieces by violent earth¬ 
quakes and set ablaze by resulting con¬ 
flagrations, Tokyo, the capital. Is 
three-fourths destroyed; Yokohama, 
the chief seaport, Is wiped out; nu¬ 
merous smaller cities und towns are 
in ruing, and the entire eastern half 
of Hondo, Japan's main Isund, Is 
devastated. 

Latest estimates of the casualties, 
received by the Japanese legation in 
Peking, put the dead at 300,000 or 
more, of whom 100,000 perished In 
Yokohama. More than a million per¬ 
sons are homeless, and the hunger and 
suffering la the afflicted region are 
intense. It ia not yet possible to esti¬ 
mate the monetary losses, but those In 
Tokyo alone are put at about 
» 10 , 000 , 000 , 000 . 

Many Americans and other foreign¬ 
ers —officials, business men und tour¬ 
ists—were cuught In the disaster, and 
of course some of them were killed. 
However, the number of American fa¬ 
talities was rather small. Among 
them were Consul Max L>. Klrjassoff 
and Mrs. Klrjassoff, Vice Consul Paul 
E. Jenks at Yokohama, and Commis¬ 
sioner and Mrs. William Eudle in com¬ 
mand of the Sulvntlon Army forces 
in Tokyo. The Japanese emperor and 
the prince regent escaped death but 
■everul members of the royal family 
und of the nobility were killed. 

United States Ambassador Cyrus E. 
Woods notified Washington Tuesday 
that he, Mrs. Woods and I he entire per¬ 
sonnel of the embassy were uninjured, 
but that the embassy buildings were 
destroyed. 

It will he many days before com¬ 
plete details of the disaster ure re¬ 
ceived. for one feeble radio station 
has been the sole means of communi¬ 
cation between Tokyo and the outside 
world. It Is known that the tem¬ 
blors, which continued several hours 
on September 1, not only shook down 
Innumerable buildings, hut also broke 
all the water and gas mains, and that 
fires started simultaneously all over 
the cities and raged for days. Bridges 
upon which thousands of refugees had 
gathered collapsed, and other thousands 
were trapped by flames in the parjes, 
and there perished. Tremendous tidal 
waves followed the earthquakes and
